Third was the exemp- 
tion of $10,000 worth of insurance 
from taxation of inheritances. 


2. The 1939 legislature, by hap- 


penstance or through intent, failed 
to reenact the emergency relief tax 
on telephone utilities which could 
have netted $1.500.000 for the bi- 
ennium for Heil's treasury balance. 


The legislature also reduced taxa- 


tion on motor busses, but the fi- 
nancial effect was so negligible that 
it scarcely compared with the sig- 
nificance of the telephone and in- 
heritance tax policies.

leaving England to fight the Nazis alone, has not lessened the desire of 
the American public to aid Britain by every method short of going to 
war. In fact, a nation-wide survey just completed by the Institute finds 
that the majority of voters, far from being intimidated by Hitler's vic- 


tories, are in favor of giving England more help than 
is now tieing given. Only a tiny minority, fewer than 
one-tenth, believe we should give less help. 


When France succumbed, it was argued in some 


quarters that any further aid to Britain would come 
too late to affect the course of the war and that, there- 
fore, the country should ease off on war shipments 
abroad and devote itself to rearming at home. To de-

Quickly they burned their maps 
and other papers. 


At this point 20 men came rush- 


ing toward them. They were mem- 
bers of the French coastguard pa- 
trol. and they carried rifles with 
bayonets. 


Standing slightly apart from his 


comrades, the pilot felt the point of 
a bayonet pressing against his chest 
He smiled, or tried to smile, and 
said, "Anglais," meaning "English." 


The coastguard leader turned his 


flashlight on him, but did not seem 
to believe him.

In reply to other questions the
